The Baying, so' often credited to 
daughtem who have tried learning 
cooking In their mother'a^ Icllchen, 
"There*! a wrong way and' Mother's 
way," Is Ironically apt There can 
bo no one right way In houaekoep- 
Ing any. more than In buaineaB man- 
agement or any of the profoBalona. | 
The ten co'mmandraenta which 
would keep the tedium and toll In 
houaekeeplng to. a minimum, ahould 
•tart with "Thou .Shalt not lei dish- 
99, dusting, washing,' Ironing, or any 
of the other duties, accumulate." 
For It's the stacked dishes, the pieces 
^of Ironing left over from last week, 
the postponed dusting, which la most 
burdensome. 

*' Llghttnlno'Drudoery 
Keeping a dally routine of tasks, 
and performing them on their sped- 
fled day, will take much of the drudg- 
ery out* of houaowork. as many a 
housewife will aay. When evenly 
divided over the week, the work of 
keeping a house clean and neat, ot 
feeding a family and keeping the 
members In clothes, still remains a 
Job requiring capable management, 
and yet becomes leas drab and 
dreary. 

Baking can become an unneces- 
sarily tcdioua taak when dishes aro 
allowed to accumulate from the var- 
ious processoR of mixing and stirring. 
One 'cook will hake cakes and plea 
with free abandon, lotting dishes 
pile high until her kitchen has be- 
come tilled with mixing dlahea. mix- 
ing apoona^ baking tins, egg boaters, 
bowls, cups and all the ji.esesBai^^ 
equipment for doing the family bak 
Ing. 

Another cook washes her dlshea ns^ 
she goes, leaving a clean path be- 
hind., and a kitchen which needs no 
Botting straight when the aat of the 
baking comoa from the oven. 
Delay 
One housewife will let the dust 
collect for a matter of weeka, put- 
ting off until tomorrow, the taak 
which la dreaded today. Half the 
drudgeo' of housework, comes from 
the habit ot delay, waiting until to- 
morrow or the next day to perform 
a task which dally becomes more un- 
pleasant. Setting a task for 'iSach 
day, never delaying tho performance 
of these tasks unless the delay la un- 
/ ^voidable, will put housework on a 
' plane with bualness In method and 
efficiency. 

Time. Is more valuable to no one 
than the housewife. As much' as 
anyone else she enjoys leisure, the 
time In which to sit and enjoy the 
fruit of her 'efforts. Unleaa she 
manages that leisure In the'mlddlo of 
the day, she has very little. For 
unlike the rest of the family, her 
work does not end at six o'clock. 

Dinner must be placed on the 
table, after dinner there are dlshea 
to be done, and after dishes, often 
there are children. to be put to bed. 
aometlmca clothes to. be aprlnked, or 
, the lawn needs her attention. 

Every woman dwos herself a few 
hours of* leisure- In each day^ hours 
In which 8liB can read, play bridge, 
/alt In hoi: garden, or play with her 
children. "Thou shall jiot let. thy 
duties accumulate" Is a command- 
ment, which If obeyed, will aid In the 
search tor those extra hours In each 
day. 



Gelatine Ring Makes - 
Decorative Djesserts 
and Salad^l^r Table

Gelatine . ring salads and deaBorts^ 
are decorative delicacies' for the 
summer table which requires little 
tinfo for preparation. The vegetable 
salad ring may be made of lemon or 
llmo flavored gelatine to which peas, 
chopped raw carrots, tomato slices, 
celery chopped cabbage, and any 
numheV of other vegetables have 
been added. 

Pears and Cheese 
With the same flavoring, a doll- 
clous salad may be made by adding 
pears, and placing In the center of" 
the ring, when It has been removed 
'from the mold, a mound of cottage 
cheese. Peaches may be substituted 
for the pears, or pineapple,' and 
prunes may be added to the other 
fruit. 

For a dessert, a number of fruit 
combinations In tho ring will appeal 
to summer appetites. A- bright = color 
gelatine makeV ah li'ttractlve dUh on 
the table. To, wluitever flavoring of 
gelatine Is chosen, 'add peaches, ba- 
nanas, and any variety of canned 
fruit 

To Remove Ring 
The mold for these rings may 'be 
bouglit wherever kitchen- ulienslls are 
sold. The gelatine should be allowed 
to cool before the fruit or vegetables 
are added. When It has hardened, 
the ring may be removed by placing 
the mold, face down, on the platter 
or serving dlah and warming the en- 
tire surface of the mold with a warm, 
damp cloth. If the gelatine la not 
loosened the first time, the cloth 
should bo wiped over the surface 
again. 

A large glass plate or a silver or 
pewter platter makes the most at- 
tractive dish for serving the ring. 

A bed of lettuce loaves should ho 
arranged on the' plate betore the ring 
Is removed. In the center of the 
ring, :a^bow^. witli whipped cream- or 
^rayonria^ae^'or:«ottago-*tIheBae'*Inayi 
be placed. 

Tho ring Is easily sen-ed with a 
large cake knife and a large berry 
spoon. It Is moat attractive at" the 
Sunday night supper or buffet party.
